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Applicant's election of Group ll-Claims 1-35 in Paper No. 13 is acknowledged. 
Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Claims 36-39 are hereby withdrawn from further consideration. 

The substitute specification has been approved by the Examiner and entered in 
the application. 

The applicant's information disclosure statements (papers #3, 6, and 9) have 
been considered and a copy has been placed in the application. 

Claims 17 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In claim 17, line 3, there is a lack of antecedent 
basis for "the fixing means". In claim 29, line 5, the applicant recites "the means". Does 
this refer to "means for adjusting the position of the window frame relative to the fixing 
node" or to the "means for adjusting the position of the at least one fixing node relative 
to the door body". In claim 29, line 5, what does the "corresponding means" refer to? 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 30-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kowalski ('942). Kowalski ('942) discloses a door module comprising a frame portion 
(34) having guides for moving a window pane (36), a reinforcing element (the portion 
extending between elements (38) in Figure 2 which guides the window pane (36)), an 
assembly carrier (46) carrying a window lifter (44), a door body (the lower portion of the 
door module in Figure 2), at least one fixing node (the flange extending outwardly as 
shown in Figure 2) having a bolt and hole (the bottom fixing node has an oblong hole) 
extending therethrough such that the frame and assembly carrier are adjusted along a 
longitudinal axis. 

Claims 1-16, and 18-28 are allowable. 

Claims 17 and 29 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicants disclosure. U.S. patent to Baldamus et al. disclose a circular reinforcing 
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element. U.S. patents to Mrozowski et al. disclose fixing nodes, which adjust the frame 
of a door module in a motor vehicle similar to that of the applicant's invention.
